Baptist Church. 


(Special Despatch to the Transcript.) 


LONDON, Nov. 13.—During the examina- 


tion of Edward Ivory in Bow street 
police court today there was an exciting 
feature. 
Ivory, alias Bell, is an Irish- 


American saloon keeper and an alleged 
dynamiter. When the witness giving his 
name as Jones appeared in the box 
Ivory's face showed consternation. 


Jouen, the $!>)'. 


The prisoner seemed to be staggered by 


the appearance of Jones, who it is under- 
stood is identified with the ClanNa Gael 
and other Irish-American organizations 
for many years. 
The prosecution ex- 


pected Jones to unravel the secret history 
of the physical force movement. Reply- 
ing to questions "Jones" said he was em- 
ployed by the British government to make 
inquiries in Manchester in 1890 and was 
sent to America in 1891 where he con- 
tinued his inquiries. 


The Secret Branched. 


Jones entered the employ of a wholesale 


grocer in New York. Funning his in- 
quiries he became a, member of the Irish 
National alliance. Early in 1892 he learned 
there existed an Irish nationalist organi- 
zation known among its member as the 
'United Irish" or "T. H.," whose execu- 
tive body, Jones continued, waa known by 
the letters "D. A." on instruction. 


Secret Initiation. 


Jones went on and said he joined the 


organization and was initiated into the 
"camp" known as "Shamrock club." 
Among those present at the initiation 
were President Lyman of the National 
Alliance, Boland, Gallagher, Kearney and 
Tynan. Afterwards they formed a new 
camp which was called "Namy club," tbe 
membership of which included Mearns 
and Nolan who were connected with the 
explosion in Dublin. 


Known by Number. 


Jenes further stated he was elected 


treasurer of the "Nomy club" whose j 
meetings were of the most secret discrip- j 
tioo. The district orders were always | 
burned after being read. After the initia- 
tion the members were known by number. 
Part of the subscriptions were contributed 
to revolutionary funds and calls made for 
money to pay for celebrations of the 
death of the Manchester martyrs and to 
aid convicted dynamiters. 


Tynan Know Ivorr. 


Jones replying to further questioning 


said that while on his way to tk* Chicago 
convention in 1895 Kearney introduced 
tbe prisoner, Ivory, to the witness as his 
"brother." Tynan and O'Donovan Rossa 
were present and Tynan said Ivory be- 
longed to his "camp" and had been 
known to him in Dublin previous to 1S82. 


More Secret Camps. 


Jones mentioning the Chicago conven- 


tion refers to tbe "New movement con- 
vention" 
attended by a number of 


confidants of Tynan, who during the 
convention, held secret meetings. Later 
Jones joined the "camp" named "Thomas 
Meric Jones." Another portion of the 
testimony waa that Jones says ho saw 
Ivory la Cody'u saloon in New York, 
which is largely [frequented by members 
of the organization for a few weeks before 
Ivory left America. 


Soldier of Ireland. 


Jones produced a document purporting 


to give the constitution of the society up 
to 1895 also type written copies of the 
constitution and tbe ritual of tbe Clan Na 
Gael. Jones said any one convicted of a 
dynamite outrage was described in the 
proceedings of the organization as a 
"Soldier oflreland." The witness after- 
wards produced a mass of documents 
giving "camp" Instructions, passwords 
signs, etc. 


Concealing HI* Identity. 


At the close of the proceedings Ivory 


was formally committed for trial. When 
Jones took the stand the prosecution 
asked to have the sketching stopped. It 
wished to have nothing get out to act as 
future identification of Jones. 


Jonen U Alarmed. 


Jones caused a sensation during the 


proceedings by suddenly crying to the 


BAD RAILROAD WRECK, 


Three Persons Injured and 


$5O,OOO 
Worth 
of 


Property Destroyed.

ST. IXTCIB, Mo., Nov. 13.—A Montgom- 


ery, Ala., special says the 2.30 train from 
Louisville this morning, bound for New 
Orleans over the Louisville & Nashville 
road was wrecked four miles outside the 
city in a very wild country by train rob- 
bers. The engineers saw an obstruction 
on the track, but too late to stop the train, 
which crashed down a steep embank- 
ment. 


The rail had been torn up and spiked 


down again four inches out of line. The 
train comprised two mail cars, baggage 
car, two first class coaches and all are 
complete wrecks. The track is torn up 
for 200 yards. Three persons were seri- 
ously injured: John Thwatt, Atlanta; W. 
Q. McGovey, Monroe, condition preca- 
rious and another w h ose name is unknown. 
Two other passengers were pinned under 
ths wreck and extricated after two hours 
hard work. 


The blood hounds have been set on the 


track of the wreckers by railroad detect- 
ives, but there is no clue as yet. Suspi- 
cion rests on a colored track walker cap- 
tured near the place, who claims he was 
posted by the company to watch for 
wreckers. The damage is fullj $50.000.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—During the 


last session of congress there was intro- 
duced a resolution providing for a non- 
partisan currency commission. 


Coinmlcslon ol' K.vpcrts. 


By its terms the president should ap- 


point nine citizens, eminent in trade, po- 
litical economy and banking to act with 
the comptroller of the currency as a com- 
mission of experts to offer recommenda- 
tions for the needed changes in the pres- 
ent inadequate banking and currency sys- 
tem and to report the recommendations 
to congress. 


House Committee Mlfi'cd. 


It is said this resolution will probably 


be pressed during the coming session, 
especially in view ol the fact that consid- 
erable discussion has been engendered 
regarding the currency legislation of next 
congress. 


It is known the banking and currency 


committee of the house to which the res- 
olution was referred, is not impressed 
favorably, because 
the committee be- 


lieved it could itself evolve a satisfactory 
currency scheme. 
, 


may Meet Favor Now. 


As nothing was accomplished at the 


last session it is probable the currency 
commission will now beiooked upon with 
favor, particularly as the prospect of 
definite financial legislation is sopi.T-'hr.t 
remote. •

They are undoubtedly ot 
filibustering origin."

IN MEMORY OF REV, CRAWFORD, 


Rev. 
Dr. Dana of Housatonio Speaks. 


Notes from Church Records. Rem- 


iniscences by 
E. 
Rogers. 


Other Features. 


The memorial service held in the Con- 


gregational chapel Thursday evening in 
memory of tie late Rev. Dr. Kobert Craw- 
ford, a former pastor, who died at Clinton, 
Conn., two week;) a^o at the age of 92 
years, was a very pleasant aud interest- 
Ing occasion. 


The service opened at 7.30 o'clock with 


the hymn, ''Nearer My God to Thee,:> 
Professor Mietzkc at the piano. Rev. W. 
L. Tenuey then read a, selection from the 
second chapter ot Second Kings, it being 
the same that was read atj Dr. Crawford'^ 
fuueral. 
Prayer was then offered by 


Deacon M. C. Jewett, and then Rev. Mr. 
Tenney introduced Rev. Dr. J. Jay Dana 
ol'Uousatonio, who was a very intimate 
friend of Dr. Crawford for many years. 


l>r. Ilaiui'K KcimirltH. 


Dr. Dana gave a very interesting remi- 


niscent talk in the course of which he 
said: It was in the fall of IS 10 that Dr. 
Crawford and I met for lae first time. He 
had lately been installed pastor of this 
church and I was stationed at Canaan 
four Corners, N. Y. We met at a meet- 
ing of ministers and both signed the con- 
stitution of the Berkshire association. In 
1848 I waa called to the church in Adams. 
Dr. Crawford was a member of the coun- 
cil by which he was appointed to extend 
to me the right hand of fellowship, which 
he did with his whole heart, and from 
that time until his death our friendship 
remained firm. 


Dr. Dana lost his wife while living at 


Adams and he spoke feelingly of Dr. 
Crawford's great sympathy at that time. 


Dr. Dana said when Dr. Crawford left 


North Adams, which he did much to the 
regret of his parishoners, he went to 
Crookville, Pa., and before going lie- pro- 
posed to Dr. Dana that they should cor- 
respond. 
The invitation was accepted 


and they wrote to each other regularly 
from that time, one writing one week and 
the other the next. This correspondence 
was kept up for over forty years, and in 
all the letters I received from him, said 
Dr. Dana, I cannot recall a single sentence 
I would have erased, not a word to be 
ashamed of and nothing which did not 
show bis great kindness ot heart. 


Dr. Dana pronounced Dr. Crawford a 


born minister. I do not, be said, want to 
disparage any man, but I do not be- 
lieve this church has ever had so good a 
pastor from that day to this. He was all 
sympathy. If any of his people were in 
trouble he was iu trouble. As a friend he 
was kind and sympathetic, always ready 
to do arything in his power to help. la 
speaking of him as a Christian Dr. Dana 
said: Dr. Crawford was not a perfect man 
for there never was one, but I do not be- 
lieve there i? a man in North Adams or 
any other place who ever doubted his 
piety. In a pastorate of sixty years I 
have seen some ministers and many 
church members whose piety I seriously 
questioned, but I do not, believe r.ny one 
ever questioned the piety of Dr. Craw- 
ford, and when he iell asleep two weeks 
ago a good man full of the Holy Ghost en- 
tered into rest. He was a wonderful man. 
I never saw his like before and I don't ex- 
pect I ever shall again. No man, woman 
or child ever questioned his sincerity. As 


! a preacher he spent little time in orna- 
| meriting his sermons. He did not deal in 
glittering generalities, but preached the 
simple gospel and appealed to the heart. 


Tracts from tlir Record. 


Rev.' Mr. Tcnney presented many inter- 


esting facts from the church records 
during Mr. Crawford's pastorate of fifteen 
years—from 1840 to 1855. The salary when 
Dr. Crawford came to the church was 
fSOOayear. The late Dr. Mark Hopkius 
of Williams college preached the installa- 
tion sermon. Dr. Crawford was clerk of 
the church some of the time as well as its 
pastor, and the records are in his band- 
writing, which was remarkably good, and 
it is said that it was preserved to the end 
of his life. The records show the growth 
and work of the church during those fif- 
teen years to have been very gratifying. 
When Dr. Crawford came here the church 
had ninety-eight, membora, of whom but 
five are now living. Their names and the 
years in which they united with the 
church are aa follows: Mrs. Maria S, 
Gould, the only living charter member, 
1827; Martha Streeter, 1831; Mrs. Caro- 
line A. Lillie,lS33; Mrs. LovinaS. Loomis, 
1834; Mrs. Martha Potter, 1838. 


Of the 250 who united with the church 


during Dr. Crawford's pastorate, 
ike 


following are the only ones now here: 
Mrs. Mary E. Chase, the oldest member 
in point of years, being about 92 years 
old; Mrs. Jerusha S. Isbell, Mrs. Lovina 
C. Benton, Mrs. Abbie Erwin, Mrs. Ann 
Eliza Babbitt, Mrs. Johanna L. Martin, 
Mrs Charlotte Thayer, Miss Amelia Me- 
Clellan, Mrs. Sarah L. C. Hodge, James 
E. Hunter, E. Rogers, Mrs. Catherine M. 
Smith Gallup, Mrs. Lucy A. Butler, Mrs. 
Hnldah A. R. Raskins, Mrs. Rhoba A. H. 
Jewett, Mrs. Eliza. H. Tbayer, Mrs. Eliza

K. Rogers Speak*. 


E. Rogers gave some interesting remi- 


niscences. He came to North Adams in 
1842, when Dr. Crawford had been here 
for two years, and he never could forget 
the heartiness and warmth of his greeting. 
Dr. Crawford had no favorites. He was 
pastor of the whole village, and was always 
ready to go to familios who were non- 
church goers when they required the 
ministrations of a pastor. Mr. Rogers 
spoke of many interesting things in con-

merce Through Southern Ports—Pro-, 


ems of tho Kuslness Improve- 


ment In the North and East. 


Baltimore, Nov. 13.—The Manufae 


turcrs' Record, in its review of south- 
ern business conditions, says: Follow- 
ing the recent general improvement a 
large number of southern enterprises 
have resumed operations, and others 
are preparing to do so. Many oi 
those projected some months ago are 
now being taken up actively, with a 
view to securing capital for immediate 
construction. 
Some of them have 


capital already pledged, and these 
will be carried forward promptly. 
Reports from all parts of the south 
show a very hopeful feeling and a de- 
termination to bend every possible 
energy to the material advancement 
of 
this section. The 
remarkable 


growth of foreign commerce through 
southern ports is emphasized by the 
arrangements that have just been 
completed for the establishment of di- 
rect steamship lines from Norfolk, 
Charleston, Savannah and Brunswick 
to European ports. Five years ago 
only three southern ports had direct 
steamer lines to Europe, the shipments 
from other ports being made by tramp 
steamers. Now eleven southern ports 
have established regular lines to Brit- 
ish and continental ports. The mag- 
nitude of this business is illustrated in

An- 
other cause of the rumor is the fact that 
the president. Secretaries Olney and 
Herbert and Admiral Bunco have been 
in conference frequentlyjof late. The 
report that Consul-General Lee fur 
nished most of the information upon 
which fears of Spain's hostile action 
are based is inaccurate, as he has no 
knowledge of the course of events in 
Madrid. All he said simply strength- 
ened the president in his determina- 
tion to maintain his attitude of strict 
neutrality, and unless some unfriendly 
act is committed by Spain the presi- 
dent's annual message to congress will 
contain no recommendation of congres- 
sional or executive action in regard to 
the Cuban war.

Berlin, Nov. 13.—Tho recent revela- 


tions made by Prince Bismarck ol 
state secrets are again causing mueti 
discussion throughout Germany, and 
the proposed investigation of the dis- 
closures by the reichstag is looked for- 
ward to with much Interest. Many 
of the newspapers contain interesting 
comments on the subject. The Ham- 
burgher Nachrichten,' Bismarck's per- 
sonal organ, publishes an article gen- 
erally attributed to the inspiration of 
the prince, discouraging the investiga- 
tion by the reichstag. It says, how- 
ever, that "it would be of special inter- 
est to learn why Caprivl, in 1890, felt 
compelled to cut the wires which still 
held united Germany to Russia. Tho 
question now arises, whether a power- 
ful neighbor like Russia, is in closer 
touch with us or with our opponents 
in Europe. This question is of pro- 
found importance to all Germany, as j 
is also the question whether British I 
policy is striving to exercise an influ- j 
ence over our poiicy, the result ot \ 
which would not be altogether to tho 
advantage of Germany, and we think 
that explanations would exercise a 
tranquilizing influence upon the publio 
and strengthen tho attachment ot 
Germans to their institutions." 


Origin of Bismarck's Diagram.

lishes a letter from the Berlin court to 
the effect that Prince Bismarck's dis- 
grace waa due to the ex-Empress 
Frederick, who, acting upon revela- 
tions communicated to Tier by tha 
Princes of Wales, convinced tho em- 
peror of Prince Bismarck's fatal policy 
in regard to Bulgaria and the part ha 
played towards the nihilists, culmi- 
nating in the Russian-German rupture.

of the Monroe doctrine. It ttsratends 
that with the consent of Great Britain 
the United States are invested with 
the right to interfere in all territorial 
quarrels of European powers with new 
world states, even when not asked by 
the latter and without their consent.
